INnkingaboutquittinq? 
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Master Harold's delicate dance delivers 


South African playwright Athol 
Fugard’s biting play “Master 
Harold”... and the Boys was 
banned by his own country in 
1982. It was the first time one 
of the country’s most celebrated 
writers had to premiere his work 
elsewhere. 

For a country still entrenched 
in apartheid, it’s easy to see why. 
Rarely has Fugard’s guilt and 
anger over his homeland been 
more jarring or uncomfortable 
for the powers that be. It would 
take another 12 years for South 
Africa to abolish apartheid, but 
Fugard’s play feels like an after¬ 
word - a recollection of an era 
that feels archaic despite still 
happening less than 25 years 
ago. 

Based on his own upbring¬ 
ing, and one shameful incident 
Fugard spent decades trying to 
overcome. Master Harold plays 
the long game instead of com¬ 
ing out swinging. At first, ado¬

It took 14 minutes and 43 
seconds. 

“That was the fastest I’ve 
ever gotten from Toronto to 
(Niagara),” Regional Chair¬ 
man Alan Caslin said after 
taking the inaugural Greater 
Toronto Airways flight 
between the two communi- 

The company announced 
Tuesday it will launch a 
weekday passenger service 
beginning Sept 15. 

Flights will depart Nia¬ 
gara District Airport in Nia¬ 
gara-on-the-Lake at 8:30 
a.m., departing Billy Bishop 
Toronto City Airport, also 
known as Toronto Island air¬ 
port, at 4:30 p.m. for return. 
Passengers will also be able 
to use the service for day 
trips to Niagara — depart¬ 
ing Toronto at 7:15 a.m. and 
returning at 6 p.m. 

It will cost travellers $85 
($96 after tax) for a one-way 
flight and $159 for roundtrip 
($180 after tax). 

Chris Nowrouzi, president 
and CEO of Greater Toronto 
Airways, said the flight can 
be completed in about 12 
minutes in the Piper Chief¬ 
tain used for the service. 

The aircraft has a six-pas¬ 
senger executive or eight-

passenger commuter config¬ 
uration. 

"Our main goal was to 
connect Niagara Falls and 
Toronto in a different way 
than done before,” he said, 
adding there are plans to 
later expand the service to 
also include connections to 
Collingwood and Muskoka. 

The plan is to “focus on 
smaller townships that really 
have to drive through the 
traffic to get here to Niagara 
or to downtown Toronto,” he 

The airline will target the 


business sector during its 
initial launch with intentions 
to expand to the tourism sec¬ 
tor moving forward, includ¬ 
ing weekend operations, 
Nowrouzi said. 

Winery packages includ¬ 
ing flight are already offered 
by the airline from Toronto 
to Niagara. 

Caslin said this is the first 
time Niagara has had a tran¬ 
sit opportunity of this kind. 

It will allow people to not 

connect to any destination 
they can reach from either 


of Toronto’s airports, he said, 
and “without fighting two 
hours of traffic.” 

“It really offers a whole lit¬ 
any of opportunity for jobs... 
for tourism here in Niagara, 
for weekend getaways.” 

Air travel is another com¬ 
ponent of the comprehen- 

plan being created by Nia¬ 
gara Region. 

“We’re talking about a 
united bus service, talking 
about the GO train coming 
to Niagara and now we have 
air travel,” Caslin said. “This

is really a landmark change 
for Niagara that we've never 
had before." 

As for transportation to and 
from the airport, the regional 
chairman said there is an 
existing bus route that travels 
down Highway 55 by the facil¬ 
ity and can easily be modified 
for an additional stop. 

For people visiting Nia¬ 
gara, many of the local hotels 
offer shuttle services and can 
arrange pickup, he said, add¬ 
ing he’s spoken with many 
members of the business 
community to confirm their 


support 

Asked whether the intro¬ 
duction of passenger service 
will impact Niagara Central 
Dorothy Rungeling Airport 
in Pelham, Caslin said it will 
all depend on commercial 
demand. 

“For the moment, one 
(return) flight a day is not 
enough to make any signifi¬ 
cant change, but if commer¬ 
cial traffic increases, we’ll 
have to move some of the 
recreational activities to the 
central airport.”

Sunset Grill, Niagara-on-the-Lake’s newest 
breakfast hotspot, has been serving up platefuls of 
delicious bacon and eggs for hungry guests since 
it opened its doors back on June 28, 2016. The all¬ 
day breakfast joint is located at 62 Queen Street and 
serves breakfast and lunch daily from 7 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Whether you're craving a traditional breakfast 
or a new take on an old favourite, Sunset Grill has 
you covered. 

With mouth watering dishes such as the Eggs 
Sunset (their version of eggs benedict), the Sunset 
Waffle, French Toast Supreme (that’s French toast 
served with fresh strawberries, strawberry preserves 
and whipped cream - yum), along with classic 
omelettes (such as the Western, Florentine, Veggie 
and Meat Lovers) and breakfast sandwiches, there's 
something for everyone. 

in addition to full-flavoured breakfast dishes, 
Sunset Grill also offers an array of tasty lunch options. 
Their heavenly 8-ounce burgers are made from 100 
per cent pure ground beef and come topped with all 
the fixings. They also offer leafy green salads, along 
with tuna salad or chicken club sandwiches. Most 
meals are served with a generous portion of home 

There are also gluten-free options available at 
no additional cost, and the chefs do their best to 


accommodate other food sensitives and allergies. All 
menu items are cooked fresh to order using healthy 
methods: flat top grills, pat dry bacon and nothing is 
ever deep fried. 

The restaurant itself sits at the former site of 
Paulines and has been given a makeover with its 
cream fagade and white trim. “We wanted the 
building to look fresh and inviting, but didn't want 
to take away from the old-town feel of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake,” said Scott Gauld, owner of the restaurant. 

The building has been fully renovated and includes 
the addition of enlarged windows to make the space 
bright and welcoming. The restaurant follows a 
California-inspired concept and boasts an open- 
kitchen for quick and efficient service. 

Sunset Grill is a Canadian franchise. Its 
newest location is owned and operated by 
Niagara-on-the-Lake local Scott Gauld. His family, 
including his expectant wife and three children, can 
often be spotted at the restaurant. "While we love 
and rely on tourism as a large part of our business, 
the best part has been getting to know people in the 
community,’’ said Gauld. “We love the five-minute 
commute to work, and that we are getting the chance 
to know our neighbours.” 

Sunset Grill first opened its doors in the Beaches 
area of Toronto, Ont. in 1985. The original location

The winds on the nine kil¬ 
ometre course from Lewis¬ 
ton proved very challeng¬ 
ing. As the crew neared the 
mouth of the river the water 
became rough. In fact, the 


race directors shortened 
the course slightly to a 
closer ramp in Youngstown 
because of the increasing 
wave height and the high 
winds blowing against the 
contraptions. 

“We were sitting just one 


foot above the water but 
near the finish the waves 
were nearly 2 feet high. 
Made for some excitement,” 
Loonies member Tony 
Chisholm said. When they 
landed the fearless crew 
discovered one of the bar¬ 


rels had been leaking and 
the boat was slowly sink¬ 
ing. "Not sure we would 
have made it all the way to 
Toronto,” Chisholm said, 
adding, "but we had dis¬ 
cussed it.” 

The crew had been held 


up at the border on the way 
to Lewiston in the morn¬ 
ing but still made it in time 
to be the second boat that 
was launched. One craft 
with the captain on a bicy¬ 
cle that turned a propel¬ 
ler had to dropout after 


he fell overboard several 
times. Another craft, a huge 
inflated living room with 
chairs and couches and 4 
crew landed at the finish 
totally deflated.

Willie has his own drama 
to deal with: A ballroom 
dancing competition he’s 
desperate to win. His 
partner has bowed out - 
mainly because he beats 
her when she makes a mis¬ 
take - and he’s desperate 
for Sam to help him. 

Hally is at first dismiss¬ 
ive of his waiter’s problem 
(“I allow you two a little 
freedom in here and what 
do you do with it?
